FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of 
the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1968. 

In  the  vital  statistics  is  seen  the  continuing  rise  of  population 
with,  as  previously,  the  trend  of  a diminishing  birth  rate.  The  absence 
of  deaths  from  the  commoner  infectious  diseases  and  from  maternity  is 
once  again  of  satisfactory  report. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  amended  the  law  relating 
to  the  notification  of  infectious  disease.  In  June,  Infective  Jaundice 
became  a notifiable  complaint  in  the  hope  that  its  incidence  will  be 
more  completely  known  and  especially  perhaps  that  more  data  will  become 
available  as  to  its  mode  of  spread.  In  August  material  changes  were 
introduced  by  regulation  whereby  information  regarding  the  'pneumonias’ 
and  the  condition  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  no  longer  required  and 
Tetanus,  Yellow  Fever  and  Leptospirosis  became  notifiable  diseases. 
The  powers  of  a local  authority  are  extended  in  order  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  suspects  a 
person  or  persons  of  carrying  organisms  capable  of  causing  a notifiable 
disease. 

During  the  summer  the  occurrence  of  a severe  case  of  paralysis  of 
muscles  in  a young  child  drew  our  attention  as  to  the  possibility  of 
this  being  a manifestation  of  poliomyelitis.  With  the  very  active  co- 
operation of  the  parents  and  the  Head  Teacher  a list  of  'contacts*  was 
readily  prepared  and  doses  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  were  given  to 
all  considered  to  be  in  need  of  protection.  Fortunately,  however,  the 
case  was  proved  to  be  a neurological  lesion  other  than  poliomyelitis 
and  a very  satisfactory  recovery  was  made. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Ministry’s  wish  to  encourage  vaccination 
against  Measles,  and  despite  a shortage  of  vaccine,  some  775  children 
below  the  age  of  7 years  were  given  protective  inoculations.  This 
single  injection  now  consists  of  a live  attenuated  vaccine  and  should 
be  given  in  the  second  year  of  life.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  supplies 
will  soon  be  available  in  sufficient  quantity  so  that  all  children  who 
have  not  had  the  disease  may  be  protected  up  to  school  leaving  age. 

In  November,  1968  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968 
amended  in  considerable  detail  the  requirements  of  the  Nurseries  and 
Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948-  For  the  first  time,  therefore, 
precise  definitions  were  introduced  for  such  matters  as  the  number  and 
the  state  of  health  of  staff  to  be  employed,  the  necessary  standards 
of  hygiene  and  sanitary  arrangements,  and  as  to  general  measures  of 
safety  and  fire  precautions.  Throughout  the  year,  the  number  of 
applications  for  registration  continued  to  rise,  as  clearly  it  is  the 
wish  of  many  mothers  to  find  facilities  of  this  kind,  especially  for 
the  child  aged  3-5  years. 
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The  number  of  persons  who  presented  themselves  for  chest  X-rays 
continued  to  increase,  and  from  the  attendances,  and  especially  of  those 
referred  by  General  Practitioners,  5 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  discovered  and  6 cases  of  Lung  Cancer.  It  is  clearly  a wise 
procedure  for  all  adults  to  take  advantage  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service  to  have  their  annual  chest  X-ray. 

One  case  of  Anthrax  of  the  skin  was  notified  and  whilst  conclusive 
evidence  was  not  obtained  it  seems  more  than  probable  that  this  arose 
by  contact  with  an  animal  food  preparation.  We  know,  of  course,  that 
Anthrax  spores  are  present  in  many  such  preparations  and  whilst  they 
are  harmless  when  swallowed,  they  can  produce  lesions  if  they  obtain 
entry  to  the  body  through  a break  in  the  skin.  Examples  of  similar 
types  of  Anthrax  infection  have  been  seen  in  adjoining  districts  where 
infection  has  arisen  by  handling  bone  meal,  which  is  another  very 
common  vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  organisms  of  this  kind. 

I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Cook  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  his  help  on  all  occasions  in  routine  bacteriological  work,  and  in 
conclusion  may  I thank  the  Council  and  the  Clerk  and  all  Chief  Officers 
for  their  help  and  consideration  on  all  health  problems  and  the  General 
Practitioners  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times.

Patients,  particularly  the  heavy  cases  which  require  extra  attention 
and  lifting,  within  the  area. 


Home  Help  Service 

Ihe  Neighbourly'  Home  Help  Scheme  continued  to  expand  during  the 
year  and  undoubtedly  proved  to  be  of  much  assistance  to  all  concerned 
and  in  some  measure  relieved  the  demand  for  the  ordinary  Home  Helps. 
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CLINICS  AND  OTHER  TREATMENT  CENTRES 
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In  an  endeavour  to  deal  more  adequately  with  the  problem  of  sub- 
standard premises,  and  where  conditions  had  fallen  below  the  normal 
standard  of  hygiene,  the  County  Council  introduced  a system  for  making 
extra  payments  initially  to  Home  Helps  to  clear  up  the  premises  and  an 
additional  plus  rate  where  there  was  a continuing  need  to  bring  the 
premises  up  to  a reasonable  standard. 


Hospital  Services 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the  hospital  services  provided 
by  the  Farnham  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  during  the  year. 

Northfield  Hospital,  Aldershot  (Telephone  No.  Aldershot  21365) 
is  responsible  for . admitting  the  majority  of  the  infectious  diseases 
in  the  district. 

It  would  seem  that  about  80  per  cent  of  mothers  are  admitted  for 
confinements  in  hospitals  or  institutions,  the  majority  from  civilian 
families  attending  Frimley  Hospital  or  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Guildford. 
The  Louise  Margaret  Hospital,  Aldershot,  admits  many  mothers  from 
military  families  and  has  been  helpful  indeed  in  providing  also  for  admissions 
from  many  civilian  families  from  this  District  as  from  elsewhere.

B.C.G.  Vaccination 


Children  over  thirteen  years  of  age  are  offered  this  type  of 
vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  as  a routine  each  year  and  those  who 
have  not  accepted  this  before  are  afforded  the  opportunity  once  again 
before  leaving  school . Students  attending  Universities,  TeacherTraining 
Colleges  and  other  Establishments  of  Further  Education  are  also  included 
in  this  scheme.  If  circumstances  warrant  it,  children  who  have  reached 
ten  years  can  also  now  be  vaccinated.  The  Mantoux  test  is  used  to 
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indicate  whether  the  child  is  susceptible  to  Tuberculosis  and  if  so 
B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out.  About  84  per  cent  of  parents  con- 
sented and  after  the  preliminary  skin  testing  was  completed  it  was 
found  that  97  per  cent  of  children  were  Mantoux  negative  and  therefore 
in  need  of  vaccination.  In  addition,  some  43  children  over  the  age  of 
13  years  who  for  one  reason  or  another  had  previously  missed  vaccina- 
tion, were  also  included.

Swimming  Baths 


The  Blue  Pool,  Camberley,  continues  to  function  as  a large  private 
swimming  pool  serving  the  area  and  much  of  its  surrounding  districts. 
It  has  a capacity  of  250,000  gallons  with  a turnover  period  of  approxi- 
mately nine  hours.  Continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  processes 
are  maintained.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report  on  the  environ- 
mental health  circumstances  of  the  district  during  the  year  of  1968  - 

The  year  has  been  one  in  which  some  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  in  administering  the  ever  increasing  burden  of  legislation  which 
has  been  placed  upon  the  department  during  recent  years  and  which  has 
to  some  extent  reduced  the  capacity  for  administering  older  but  still 
vital  legislation  necessary  to  ensure  hygienic  circumstances  in  the 
area,  e.g.  control  of  food  premises  etc.  The  position  however  has  been 
materially  eased  by  the  Councils  appreciation  of  this  situation  and 
its  action  in  increasing  the  establishment  of  the  department.  As  a 
result  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  catch  up  a backlog  of  inspections 
under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  to  ensure  more 
frequent  inspection  of  food  preparation  premises  and  factories  in 
addition  to  the  routine  investigation  of  complaints. 

A further  factor  which  is  influencing  the  amount  of  work  carried 
out  in  the  department  is  the  increasing  awareness  of  the  public  as  to 
the  action  which  may  be  taken  in  given  circumstances  this  being  due  to 
increased  publicity  by  television  and  radio  on  a national  scale  and 
locally  by  the  press  and,  in  particular,  by  the  innovation  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Council's  Newsletter  which  reaches  every  household  in 
the  town.  This  publicity  is  reflected  by  the  increasing  number  of 
matters  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department  in  relation  to  noise, 
atmospheric  pollution,  condition  of  food  and  the  dumping  of  refuse 

In  the  cleansing  field  a number  of  improvements  in  the  service 
have  been  made  by  the  introduction  of  new  equipment  and  methods  of 
operating  which  will  have  the  benefit  of  proportionately  lowering  the 
labour  content  of  work  which  is  rapidly  increasing  as  a result  of  the 
continued  growth  of  the  town  and  the  increasing  volume  of  refuse  due 
to  more  extensive  packaging  and  the  reduction  of  the  domestic  burning 
of  waste  due  to  the  extended  use  of  closed  fireplaces  and  oil,  gas  or 
electric  heating  systems.  All  these  matters  reflect  a more  affluent 
age  but  in  the  ultimate  even  greater  expense  must  be  incurred  to  deal 
with  the  end  product  namely  refuse  and  it  is  inevitable  that  costs  must 
rise  each  year  in  dealing  with  both  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
this  material.  The  Council  must  be  forward  looking  in  this,  modern  and 
hygienic  homes  need  modern  and  hygienic  equipment  to  match  and  both 
the  collection  and  disposal  arrangements  must  be  examined  with  a view 
to  meeting  this  requirement  and  improvements  made  as  soon  as  economics 
permit.  In  addition  an  affluent  age  renders  labour  scarce  and  steps 
must  be  taken  to  both  reduce  the  labour  burden  and  improve  collection 
and  make  this  service  attractive  to  a good  standard  of  operator. 

It  is  with  considerable  regret  that  I had  to  report  the  death 
during  the  year  of  the  Council's  Public  Analyst  Mr.  D.  D.  Moir  with  whom 
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I had  become  well  acquainted  in  the  short  period  from  my  own  appointment. 
Mr.  Moir  had  served  the  Council  for  many  years  and  was  an  unassuming 
person  who  was  highly  respected  in  his  own  professional  circles  and 
gave  considerable  service  in  the  establishment  of  the  high  standards 
of  food  quality  control  which  as  a nation  we  enjoy. 

I also  have  to  place  on  record  the  ready  co-operation  of  all  the 
members  of  my  staff  and  employees  and  in  particular  of  my  Deputy,  Mr. 
Desbrow,  whose  support  and  long  experience  in  the  district  is  invaluable 
to  me.  I must  also  thank  my  fellow  Chief  Officers  and  staffs  in  other 
departments  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  other  public  authori- 
ties with  whom  I have  regular  discussion  in  the  furtherance  of  the  work.

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ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES  - MAINS  SUPPLY 


The  entire  district  is  supplied  with  the  water  supply  fromtheMid 
Wessex  Water  Company  and  as  far  as  is  known  a piped  supply  is  made  to 
each  occupied  dwelling.  The  source  of  supply  is  obtained  from  deep 
boreholes  located  in  the  Southern  or  Northern  chalk  outcrops  outside 
the  district  and  from  the  Bagshot  sands.  Regular  routine  sampling 
introduced  in  the  previous  year  has  continued  and  liaison  takes  place 
with  the  supplying  Company  which  maintains  its  own  quality  control  on 
a day  to  day  basis.

Remarks:  This  water  has  a slight  deposit  consisting  of 
compounds  of  iron.  The  organic  purity  of  the  water  is  very 
good  and  the  zinc  is  below  the  recognised  limit.  As  judged 
by  this  examination  the  water  is  fit  for  drinking. ’ 

Fluoride  content  of  water  supplied  in  the  district  varies  between 
0.1  and  0.2  parts  per  million. 

Other  safeguards  against  contamination  are  also  made  including 
medical  checks  of  the  Water  Company' s contractors  and  employees  and  the 
checking  of  water  for  plumbo- solvency. 

Sampling  for  Routine  Bacteriological  examination  was  also  carried 
out  and  in  all  cases  the  result  was  satisfactory,  no  coliform  bacilli 
or  B.  Coli  Type  1 being  isolated. 

Swimming  Baths 


One  swimming  pool  open  to  the  public  is  provided  by  private  enter- 
prise in  the  town.  Routine  visits  are  paid  to  this  establishment  and 
the  water  supply  thereto  is  checked  regularly. 
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A significant  development  in  the  year  is  the  growth  in  the  numbers 
of  privately  controlled  swimming  pools  in  the  area,  the  larger  units 
being  in  schools  both  public  and  private  and  in  private  dwellings. 
Although  the  department  has  no  statutory  control  over  these  the  advice 
of  inspectorial  staff  may  be  readily  obtained  and  in  the  case  of  the 
county  schools,  checking  of  the  purification  systems  and  sampling  for 
bacteriological  examination  is  now  regularly  undertaken. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  INSPECTION 

Milk  - distributors  and  dealers  licences  are  issued  to  all  persons 
selling  milk  in  the  district,  all  sources  of  supply,  however,  being  from 
bottling  plant  and  farms  outside  the  area.  Thirty-two  samples  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  and  these  all 
proved  satisfactory. 

A relatively  new  development  in  the  dairy  industry,  that  of  the 
ultra  high  temperature  treatment  of  milk  in  which  the  milk  is  raised 
to  270°F.  for  not  less  than  1 sec.  prior  to  filling  in  waxed  metal 
foil  lined  cartons  is  now  showing  itself  in  the  district  and  sixteen 
licences  to  dealers  have  been  issued  in  respect  of  this.  The  milk  has 
the  advantage  of  having  a long  life'  by  which  it  is  becoming  customarily 
known  and  can  be  kept  for  several  months.  Few  difficulties  have  arisen 
in  distribution  and  no  doubt  it  will  become  accepted  by  the  public  in 
the  same  way  as  the  other  forms  of  heat  treatment  have  been  accepted.

Cream  - Nine  samples  of  dairy  cream  were  also  taken  in  furtherance 
of  investigations  into  its  keeping  quality,  but  in  the  absence  of 
statutory  standards  there  was  no  action  which  could  be  taken  other  than 
to  request  producers  to  improve  the  quality.

This  method  of  examination  is  indicative  of  the  bacterial  activity 
of  the  product,  Grades  I and  II  being  considered  of  good  quality. 
Further  investigations  were  undertaken  in  respect  of  the  Grade  III 
samples  and  subsequent  sampling  was  satisfactory. 

Other  Foods  - Consumer  complaints  continue  to  increase  in  number 
annually,  whether  this  is  due  to  a failure  of  manufacturers  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  employee  which  has  prevailed  in  the  past  or  the  increasing 
awareness  of  the  public  as  to  the  standards  which  may  be  expected 
remains  to  be  seen.  It  is  evident  however  that  there  is  some  lack  of 
supervision  of  hygiene  standards  in  manufacturing  premises  which  con- 
tributes to  the  increase  in  complaints  and  also  to  failure  in  distribu- 
tion which  allows  food  to  be  sold  in  poor  condition  long  after  expiry 
of  its  shelf  life  . Modern  merchandising  methods  I feel  contribute 
to  this  in  so  far  as  a manufacturer  will  accept  responsibility  for 
maintaining  display  of  foods  thus  apparently  relieving  the  retailer  of 
what  is  in  fact  his  statutory  responsibility  to  ensure  that  the  food 
sold  from  his  premises  is  up  to  standard. 
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A further  problem  arising  from  the  more  sophisticated  packaging 
of  food  is  that,  in  improving  the  standard  of  hygiene  by  wrapping,  the 
facility  for  examination  prior  to  sale  is  reduced,  furthermore  conditions 
conducive  to  the  rapid  development  of  mould  growths  may  prevail  under 
a wrapper  resulting  in  the  sale  of  an  article  which  is  unacceptable  to 
the  consumer.  Systems  of  coding  have  been  introduced  by  many  manufac- 
turers and  date  coding  has  been  advocated  but  the  latter  is  not  free 
from  objection  from  the  merchandising  point  of  view  in  that  a discerning 
consumer  would  inevitably  remove  the  most  recent  pack  and  stock  rotation 
would  be  lost.  The  only  advice  which  can  be  given  to  a retailer  in 
the  district  is  to  operate  his  own  coding  system,  to  rotate  his  stock 
frequently  and  to  ensure  that  in  no  case  does  he  keep  his  product  after 
the  expiry  of  the  prescribed  shelf  life.

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HYGIENE  OF  FOOD  PREMISES 


As  a result  of  an  increase  in  staff  in  the  department  more  regular 
attention  has  been  able  to  be  paid  to  the  hygiene  of  food  establishments 
m the  area.  Many  of  these  have  been  found  to  be  lacking  in  require- 
ments to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  and  steps  are 
being  taken  to  have  the  necessary  facilities  provided,  although  this 
must  inevitably  take  some  time.  It  is  the  privilege  which  an  inspector 
has  to  go  behind  the  scenes  in  such  premises  to  establish  whether 
conditions  in  that  area  are  as  impressive  as  those  which  frequently 
show  in  the  portion  of  the  premises  to  which  the  public  has  access. 
Regretably  the  conditions  found  at  the  rear  of  premises  are  sometimes 
far  below  what  might  be  reasonably  expected  by  a discerning  customer. 
It  is  the  practice  of  the  department  in  such  circumstances  to  give 
advisory  information  in  the  first  instance  and  if  necessary  when  the 
required  co-operation  does  not  materialise  steps  may  have  to  be  taken 
for  the  consideration  of  legal  proceedings  by  the  Health  Committee. 
Most  managements  of  food  premises,  however,  are  willing  to  co-operate 
but  in  one  instance  during  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  for  the  following  offences  - 

Regulation  G(i)  - Cleanliness  of  equipment  etc

As  a result  of  the  publicity  arising  from  this  action 
it  is  known  that  some  proprietors  of  food  premises 
took  positive  steps  to  improve  conditions. 

During  the  year  29  informal  notices  were  served 
requiring  improvements  to  food  premises  and  some 
progress  was  made  in  these  premises  to  secure  full 
compliance  with  the  Regulations.

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FOOD  POISONING  INVESTIGATIONS 


No  major  incident  of  food  poisoning  took  place  during  the  year,  a 
few  minor  instances  only  of  food  poisoning  and  allied  type  infections 
being  reported,  but  in  no  case  was  it  found  possible  to  trace  the 
source  of  these  infections.  Failure  by  general  practitioners  to 
notify  such  outbreaks  in  good  time  frequently  prevents  the  rapid  and 
necessary  investigation  required  to  trace  a source  of  infection  to  be 
carried  out.  Again  it  is  necessary  to  reiterate  a necessity  for  strict 
personal  hygiene  of  those  engaged  m the  handling  of  food  and  the 
obligation  of  those  persons  to  notify  management  when  suffering  from 
enteric  infections,  sore  throat,  septic  cuts,  boils  etc.  The  method 
of  handling  food  is  also  of  prime  importance  and  it  is  imperative  that 
all  precooked  foods  containing  meat,  fish,  immitation  cream  gravy, 
egg  or  milk  etc,  is  stored  under  refrigerated  conditions  or  kept  hot 
until  it  is  served  The  rehearing  of  food  on  more  than  one  occasion 
should  not  be  carried  out. 

During  these  investigations  and  other  allied  notifications  of 
infectious  disease  fifty  five  specimens  were  submitted  for  examination 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford  and  positive  results  were

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Four  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  from  unfit  properties. 

The  occupation  of  large  houses  by  several  families  continues  and 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  devote  some  considerable  time  to  this 
type  of  occupation  to  ensure  that  the  facilities  provided  are  adequate 
and  in  certain  cases  this  had  lead  to  a reduction  in  the  number  of 
occupants  and  the  houses  are  no  longer  in  multiple  occupation. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  for  any  Formal  Notices 
to  be  served. 

Considerable  concern  was  expressed  by  occupiers  of  both  Council 
and  privately  owned  houses  regarding  condensation.  In  many  cases, 
however,  it  is  felt  that  this  is  due  to  the  changing  ways  of  social 
behaviour  coupled  with  new  methods  of  heating  which  can  produce  a 
radiant  source  of  heating  at  the  touch  of  a switch.  The  result  of  this 
is  that  families  where  all  members  leave  early  in  the  morning  for  work 
or  school  apply  heat  at  the  time  for  a limited  period  only  and  again 
when  returning  home  in  the  evening,  heat  is  only  applied  whilst  rooms 
are  being  used.  In  consequence  the  structure  of  the  house  is  never 
enabled  to  achieve  the  heat  which  is  necessary  to  prevent  dew  point 
taking  place  and  condensation  being  precipitated  onto  walls  and  other 
cool  surfaces.  There  is  also  a failure  in  some  instances  to  adequately 
ventilate  the  house  and  remove  the  large  amount  of  water  vapour  which 
is  produced  by  domestic  operations.  Admittedly  the  economics  of  the 
present  day  is  such  that  expenditure  cannot  be  wasted  on  heating  but 
individuals  must  realise  that  condensation  frequently  stems  from  a 
failure  to  realise  or  accept  the  root  cause  of  the  problem  and  to  help 
themselves.  No  matter  what  the  quality  of  the  building,  all  are 
liable  to  the  problem  of  condensation  under  certain  conditions  if 
steps  are  not  taken  to  prevent  it. 

Rent  Act  1957 


No  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  were  received 
during  the  year. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960 

Four  sites  are  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  for 
permanent  residential  occupation.  During  the  year  some  considerable 
progress  was  made  in  the  case  of  the  larger  of  these  four  sites  to 
ensure  that  the  conditions  of  licence  applied  by  the  Council  were 
adhered  to  and  it  is  anticipated  that  within  the  current  year  the  site 
will  meet  the  requirements  of  these  conditions  in  all  respects.  Progress 
will  then  be  able  to  be  made  to  secure  full  compliance  with  regard 
to  the  remaining  sites.  A problem  which  arose  at  the  latter  end  of 
the  year  was  that  of  the  arrival  in  the  area  of  travelling  showmen  who 
were  bona  fide  members  of  the  Showmens  Guild  and  therefore  exempt 
from  licensing,  who,  however,  had  been  dispossessed  of  their  normal 
permanent  winter  accommodation.  Enquiries  have  shown  that  this  is  a 
national  problem  and  one  in  which  should  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Showmens  Guild  with  a view  to  ensuring  an  adequacy  of  permanent 
winter  quarters  for  such  people. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 


Industrial 


Notification  was  received  during  the  year  of  five  boiler  installa- 
tions under  the  provisions  of  Section  3 of  the  Act,  and  consideration 
was  also  given  in  respect  of  the  chimney  height  of  proposed  new  in 
stallations  when  plans  were  submitted  under  the  Building  Regulations. 

Ten  smoke  observations  were  made  under  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted 
Periods)  Regulations  and  two  offences  were  recorded  in  each  case  a 
formal  warning  letter  was  sent 
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Domestic  Smoke  Control 


r'wing  to  other  pressures  on  the  work  of  the  department  it  has  not 
been  found  practicable  to  proceed  with  the  reports  on  the  making  of 
domestic  smoke  control  areas  but  further  advances  in  the  supply  of 
electric,  gas  and  oil  fuels,  particularly  natural  gas,  must  be  gradually 
reducing  the  overall  smoke  pollution  problem  though  to  some  extent  in 
this  area  the  reduction  may  be  offset  by  the  increasing  density  of 
population. 

Nuisances 


A number  of  complaints  are  received  regarding  the  burning  of 
domestic  and  industrial  waste  and  steps  are  taken  to  advise  offenders 
of  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  which  prescribes 
that  action  may  be  taken  in  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  if  a 
nuisance  is  proved.  Generally  speaking  however  informal  action  will 
prevent  the  continuance  of  complaint.

Annual  treatment  of  known  breeding  points  continued  at  the  appro- 
priate time  of  the  year  but  in  an  area  of  this  character  it  is  im- 
practicable at  a reasonable  economic  cost  to  carry  out  comprehensive 
treatment  to  abate  completely  nuisance  from  this  source. 

House  Longhorn  Beetle 

The  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Desbrow,  who  has 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  advisory  service  makes  the  following 
report" 

A summary  of  the  background  history  of  the  incidence  of  hylotrupes 
bajalus  infestation  in  this  District  was  included  in  last  year  s report 
and  comment  in  the  current  report  is  restricted  to  the  year  s activities. 

Requests  for  surveys,  mainly  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  pro- 
perties, were  received  covering  a total  of  one  hundred  and  five  premises 
and  resulting  in  eighteen  previously  unrecorded  infestations  being 
found. 

The  main  feature  of  interest  arose  from  surveys  of  twenty-six 
post-war  houses  built  by  the  Council  which  revealed  evidence  of 
infestation  in  sixteen  of  them,  the  degree  of  infestation  varying  from 
an  apparently  limited  stage  to  widespread  generalised  infestation 
throughout  the  roof  timbers.  It  is  not  difficult  to  visualise  the 
widespread  damage  which  might  have  occurred  in  post  war  housing  in  the 
District  had  the  Council  not  pioneered  the  introduction  of  Byelaw 
Legislation  (subsequently  incorporated  in  the  Building  Regulations). 

An  Australian  Government  Officer  engaged  on  international  research 
into  woodborers  (particularly  hylotrupes)  visited  Camberley  during  the 
year  and  was  given  access  to  all  technical  information  available  within 
the  Department  and  was  also  given  facilities  to  examine  infested 
properties . 

Liaison  continued  to  be  maintained  with  the  Forest  Products  Research 
Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology  (formerly  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research).  Co-operation  in  this  field  has 
proved  of  considerable  value  both  to  the  Council  and  the  Ministry. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Re fuse- Col lection  - Generally  speaking  the  refuse  collection 
service  continued  in  a satisfactory  manner  over  the  majority  of  the 
year  but  there  were  considerable  delays  in  the  first  few  weeks  due  to 
adverse  weather  conditions  combined  with  an  unusually  high  incidence 
of  sickness  and  the  operatives  who  were  able  to  continue  employment 
are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  efforts  made,  which  prevented  a serious 
breakdown  of  the  service. 

As  previously  stated  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town  continues  to 
increase  the  work  burden  and  it  became  more  apparent  that  steps  would 
have  to  be  taken  to  review  the  bonus  scheme  under  which  the  men  operate 
to  rationalise  the  work  content  of  rounds  and  to  make  provision  for 
payment  of  operatives  related  to  the  effort  made  by  individual  teams, 
rather  than  on  the  pool  basis  which  had  operated  for  some  years  as  this 
had  caused  a certain  amount  of  concern  amongst  employees.  By  the  time 
of  preparation  of  this  report  the  necessity  for  such  a review  had  in 
fact  arisen  and  a new  scheme  has  now  been  implemented  and  is  proving 
satisfactory. 
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The  Council,  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  labour  burden,  have 
considered  new  methods  of  refuse  storage  and  collection  and  have 
authorised  the  introduction  of  the  bulk  refuse  container  system  which 
provides  for  the  concentration  of  storage  and  mechanical  loading  of 
containers  at  large  premises  such  as  departmental  stores,  shops, 
factories,  schools  and  institutional  type  premises.  This  system  is  in 
course  of  implementation  and  is  receiving  approval  by  the  users,  the 
containers  required  being  hired  from  the  Council  at  an  economic  rental. 
It  is  a matter  for  regret  however,  owing  to  the  economic  situation, in 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  that  the  Council  felt  unable  to  proceed 
with  the  other  major  improvement  in  the  refuse  collection  sphere  namely 
the  implementation  of  a paper  sack  system,  as  recommended  by  the  Working 
Party  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  Refuse  Collec- 
tion. The  implementation  of  either  a sack  holder  system  or  a system 
using  sacks  as  bin  liners  could  well  have  had  the  effect  of  containing 
to  some  extent  the  work  load  as  well  as  improving  the  hygiene  of  the 
operation.  Attention  must  be  paid  to  improving  hygiene  in  the  interests 
of  the  operator  and  the  public  image  and  such  improvement  may  well  have 
the  long  term  effect  of  uplifting  the  service  out  of  what  may  be 
regarded  as  a Cinderella  category. 

Vehicle  maintenance  has  been  continued  at  the  Roman  Road  Workshops 
which  after  recovery  of  a backlog  of  maintenance  work  is  beginning  to 
show  its  value.  Shortage  of  reserve  vehicles  together  with  the  full 
time  use  of  all  available  freighters  under  continual  work  pressure 
necessitated  much  of  the  maintenance  being  carried  out  at  weekends  to 
keep  the  service  operational  and  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of 
the  vehicle  maintenance  staff  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor1  s Department 
must  be  recorded. 

Trade  Refuse  - The  collection  of  this  material  continued  to 

make  increasing  demand  on  the  service  and  it  was  decided  that  charges 
should  be  imposed  as  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  at  the  rate 
of  Is.  per  bin  or  bin  equivalent  per  week  or  £20  per  annum  for  the 
weekly  servicing  of  one  container. 

Refuse  Disposal  and  Raw  Material  Recovery  - Controlled  tipping 
of  crude  refuse  continued  at  the  Watchmoor  Road  Depot  but  it  is  evident 
by  the  rapidly  increasing  volume  of  refuse  that  in  an  urban  area,  this 
type  of  disposal  must  be  considered  as  unsatisfactory  since  a degree 
of  nuisance  must  inevitably  arise.  No  progress  was  made  with  the  im- 
plementation of  a scheme  for  pulverisation  of  refuse  prior  to  tipping 
due  to  the  fact  that  other  adj  acent  authorities  were  becoming  embarrassed 
by  lack  of  space  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  a Working  Party  was  set  up  to  discuss  the  overall 
problem  and  make  proposals  on  an  area  basis  far  refuse  disposal.  This 
authority  agreed  that  it  should  be  represented  on  the  Working  Party  and 
Officers  took  part  in  a number  of  discussions  with  a view  to  presenting 
a report  to  the  participant  authorities  in  the  ensuing  year. 

In  addition  to  collected  loads  of  domestic  refuse  1,550  loads  of 
trade  and  industrial  waste  was  received  into  the  tip  together  with

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Civic  Amenities  Act  1968  - This  Act,  which  came  into  operation 
mid-year,  required  local  authorities  to  provide  facilities  where  resi- 
dents could  freely  dispose  of  refuse  of  all  kinds  and  also  made 
provision  for  steps  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  sites  where  refuse  had 
been  abandoned  were  cleared.  The  Council’ s tip  was  made  open  to  the 
public  for  the  former  purpose  on  weekdays  and  Saturday  mornings  and 
the  amount  of  refuse  brought  in  by  residents  is  steadily  increasing. 
Steps  were  also  taken  to  clear  or  have  cleared  several  black  spots’ 
in  the  area  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  penalties  imposed  by  the 
Act  will  be  an  effective  deterrent  to  the  would-be  tipper  who  is  not 
prepared  to  take  the  trouble  to  dispose  of  his  waste  materials  in  a 
proper  manner. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Department  operated  a service  for  the 
collection  of  bulky  articles  from  householders  on  payment  of  a small 
fee. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

No  new  conveniences  were  provided  during  the  year  but  it  is  evident 
that  development  of  the  Town  Centre  area  will  require  the  provision  of 
both  new  and  replacement  conveniences.  The  imposition  of  parking  res- 
trictions on  the  A. 30  trunk  road  also  highlights  the  requirement  for 
the  replacement  of  the  present  facilities  at  the  London  Road  recreation 
ground  by  a modern  convenience  so  situated  on  the  Trunk  road  as  to 
allow  passing  travellers  to  park  safely  not  necessarily  within  the  area 
of  this  authority. 

Vandalism  in  public  conveniences  continued  to  be  a problem  but  the 
effect  of  removing  coin  locks  had  not  led  to  this  increasing  to  any 
noticeable  degree. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council  has  furnished  information 
for  incorporation  in  this  report  and  the  position  is  as  follows: - 

1 . Sewerage 

Generally  speaking  adequate  provi sion  i s made  for  the  sewerage 
of  the  main  residential  parts  of  the  district.  Difficulties 
however,  continue  to  be  experienced  with  the  main  foul  sewer 
serving  the  Mytchett  area  but  the  position  should  be  eased  in 
the  near  future  and  a contract  has  been  let  for  the  provision 
of  a new  trunk  sewer  connecting  this  area  with  the  enlarged 
sewer  already  laid  for  the  sewerage  works  to  Frimley.  The 
other  major  difficulty  encountered,  is  that  of  illegal  infil- 
tration of  surf  ace  water  into  the  soil  sewers  and  this  is  also 
now  being  investigated.  The  worst  section  of  the  sewer  to  be 
affected  in  this  way  is  also  in  the  Mytchett  area  and  a sup- 
plementary contract  is  being  let  for  the  diversion  of  certain 
surface  water  sewer  connections  from  the  soil  sewer  to  the 
surface  water  sewer  in  Mytchett  Road.  This  work,  coupled  with 
the  new  trunk  soil  sewer,  should  effectively  clear  up  this 
problem. 
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2.  Sewage  Disposal  Works 


Overloading  at  the  sewage  disposal  works  continues;  a scheme 
for  extending  the  works  however,  is  well  under  way  and  the 
extra  demand  arising  from  the  increasing  population  will  be 
able  to  be  coped  with. 


Unsewered  Areas 


The  Council  s scheme  for  the  emptying  of  private  cesspools  continued 
in  a reasonably  satisfactory  manner  though  problems  are  now  beginning 
to  arise  with  the  disposal  of  effluent  which  hitherto  has  been  dis- 
charged by  contractors  on  agricultural  land.  As  other  types  of  land 
utilisation  however,  is  increasing  in  the  urban  areas  it  is  becoming 
more  and  more  difficult  to  find  disposal  sites  and  it  may  well  be  that 
provision  will  have  to  be  made  sooner  or  later  for  this  material  to  be 
discharged  into  the  sewage  disposal  system. 


PUBLIC  MORTUARY 


The  Council  maintains  a public  mortuary  at  Fnmley  which  is  also 
used  by  the  adjoining  Bagshot  Rural  District  Council. 

During  the  year,  45  bodies  were  accommodated  and  post  mortems  were 
carried  out  at  the  mortuary. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

The  increased  staff  capacity  towards  the  year  end  led  to  further 
initial  inspections  being  carried  out  under  the  Act  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  current  year  will  see  this  programme  completed.  Notifica- 
tions of  occupation  of  new  premises  and  changes  of  occupation  of  premises 
are  not  received  as  promptly  as  they  should  be  and  it  becomes  necessary 
for  inspectors  to  check  premises  where  such  changes  are  likely  to  have 
taken  place  rather  to  depend  upon  the  absence  of  notification.

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PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS  1928  AND  1936 


Fifty- two  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  storage  of 
171,388  gallons  of  petroleum  and  11,770  gallons  of  mixtures. 

Huring  the  year  the  Home  Office  published  new  model  codes  of 
principles  of  construction  and  licensing  conditions  fcr  the  storage  of 
cans,  drums  and  other  receptacles,  petrol  filling  stations,  distributing 
depots  and  maj or  installations.  The  Counci 1 gave  consideration  to  these 
and  other  recommendations  made,  as  a result  of  which  new  licensing 
conditions  were  agreed  in  respect  of  the  storage  of  cans,  drums  etc. 
and  in  respect  of  petrol  filling  stations,  directed  at  improving  the 
safety  of  such  storage  installations  in  the  interest  of  oersons  who 
work  about  or  use  these  premises. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 


Responsibility  for  action  under  Section  50  of  the  Act  is  delegated 
to  me  but  no  burials  at  public  expense  were  undertaken  during  the  year. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 


Six  licences  were  issued  under  this  Act  which  requires  occupiers 
of  premises  to  take  precautions  to  safeguard  the  health,  safety  and 
welfare  of  animals  kept. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1983

Riding  Establishments  Act  1964
